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Cost of attending Cal State Universities continues to rise 


Mandatory fees have 
increased at 21 CSU 
campuses despite a 
tuition freeze.

For most students, the cost of earn- 
ing a Cal State University degree con- 
tinues to increase even though tuition 
has remained the same. 

Mandatory campus fees have risen at 
21 out of the 23 CSU campuses since 


it was frozen in 2011-12, according to 
the CSU. 

The increases have ranged from $37 
at Cal State Northridge to a $780 stu- 
dent-approved increase at Cal Poly San 
Luis Obispo. 

Though state funding has increased 
by more than $300 million since Prop- 
osition 30 passed in November 2012, 
CSU Spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp 
said that budget cuts have forced stu- 
dents to cover a larger portion of the 
total cost of education, which amounts 
to roughly $11,000 per year. 

Unless the state greatly increases 


funding, Uhlenkamp said the fee in- 


creases are not likely to change. 
“During the recession, the massive 
cuts in funding led to increased tuition 


as students were now forced to pay a 
larger portion of their education,” 
Uhlenkamp said. “That’s not going to 
change unless the state provides fund- 


demic Affairs David Dowell said that 
even with tuition increases, campuses 
are underfunded and need fees to make 
ends meet. 


Having been through some serious 
budget cuts, campuses have turned 
toward these fees to meet their needs.

ing at much greater levels than what is 
proposed for the next few years.”

Dowell said. 


Mandatory campus fees, which in- 
clude Associated Students Inc. fees, 
course-specific fees and facility fees, 
fund campus programs, services and 
course offerings, Uhlenkamp said. 

Unlike tuition, Uhlenkamp said 
mandatory campus fees are not used to 
support administrative costs and can- 
not be used to increase enrollment. 

“With [campus-specific] fees, those 
are typically for the services and pro- 
grammatic offerings that are offered at 
the campus,” he said. “What the cam- 
pus is saying is that, ‘for us to be able 
to provide you with an additional level 
of service, we're going to ask you if you 
think it’s appropriate to pay that fee.”

Cal State Long Beach Interim President Donald Para spoke 
at the Antioch Church of Long Beach yesterday to reach out 
to African American youth about the importance of going to 
college. 

As part of Cal State University’s African American Initia- 
tive, which aims to increase African American student enroll- 
ment and graduation rates, leaders from the 23-campus system 
have collaborated with various congregations across the state 
every February since 2005 for an event dubbed “Super Sun- 
day.” 

“Super Sunday isn’t just for one Sunday,” Para said. “It is a 
pathway, a journey, a launching pad, if you will ... to a good 
life, which is usually linked to a good education.” 

More than 300 people attended the 10:30 a.m. service, where 
Para discussed topics including current African American col- 
lege enrollment statistics, the Long Beach College Promise,

Elizabeth Ramos decided to give 
back to the people who helped her af- 
ter she was hit by a car more than one 
year ago by raising $800 for the Long 
Beach MemorialCare Rehabilitation 
Institute. 

Ramos sold identification tags for a 
recommended donation of $2 in front 
of the University Bookstore Thursday 
to raise money she said is needed for 
the rehabilitation facility. 

“They need new exercise equipment 
for speech therapy and occupational 
therapy,” Ramos said. “Those people 
who are at the rehab center are worse 
off than I was, so I’m trying to give 
back to them.” 

Ramos, who was put in a medically 
induced coma for approximately six 
weeks, suffered a broken arm and leg 
in the accident. She said she also expe- 
rienced brain swelling. 

She said she wants to let other peo- 
ple know the importance of having 
identification at all times. 

“I’m trying to raise awareness that 
you always have to carry identification,” 
Ramos said. “I wasn’t wearing any

ing a space to promote self-awareness 
through reflection and dialogue, ac- 
cording to Cal State Long Beach’s LCC 
website. 

LCC founder and CSULB professor 
Rosa Moreno-Alcaraz said she started 
the conference in 2001 to give Latina 
students a greater sense of belonging at 
CSULB. 

“A group of faculty and staff decided 
‘Let’s do this, for students, so they can 
have a place where they can connect 
with one another, where they can tell 
their stories and know that they belong 
here at CSULB,” Moreno-Alcaraz said. 

Moreno-Alcaraz said other campus- 
es have followed suit and began hosting 
their own Latina conferences. In 2003, 
psychologists at Cal State Dominguez 
Hills modeled an event called “Latinas 
Juntas,” or “Latinas Together,” for their 
students. 

“T think that if the Latina students on 
campus feel a sense of connection and 
belonging, they'll engage in the cam- 


pus community in a very active way,’ 


Moreno-Alcaraz said. “They are go- 


Student success fees are subject to 
public forums and an advisory vote 
from students, which shows adminis- 
trators if students support the increase, 
but students do not determine if the 
increase is passed. Ultimately, CSU 
Chancellor Timothy White approves or 
rejects the increase. 

But not all fee increases, such as the

Former 
CSULB President F. King Alexander 
passed a fee increase without the chan- 
cellor’s approval. 

For CSULB specifically, Dowell said 
the $158 annual increase to the Student 
Excellence Fee is being used to improve 
campus technology. 

“The funding that we get from the 
state and from tuition hasn’t really 
caught up with the costs of technol-

“T feel like they know their daugh- 
ters and sons need some identifica- 
tion?’ Ramos said.

an ID tag, even when going to the 
gym. 
“I feel that people always put their 
stuff in the lockers and then you don’t 
know who anyone is,’ Ramos said. 
“They’re just that person on the tread- 
mill.” 

Melissa Gunawardena, a Univer- 


sity Library administrator, purchased 
14 tags for her coworkers, family and 
friends. 

“For myself-I can put it on my 
purse,” Gunawardena said. “For others, 


like my.-daughter, I can put it on her 


backpack.” 

Sophomore sports psychology major 
Martin Lopez said he heard about the 
event and needed to stop by. 

“Sometimes I’m running alone at 
night,” Lopez said. “You never know, it 
can happen to anyone. If a car doesn’t 
see you, that’s it.” 


Last year, students partnered up 
with the Student Dietetic Association 
and the Long Beach State Athletics 
Department to host a similar fundrais- 
er set up to help Ramos with her medi- 
cal expenses. 


Ramos said the rehab center, to 


which the money is going to, helped 
her adjust to life after her injury. 

“I feel like I was really blessed 
and lucky that nothing happened to 
me,” Ramos said. “I mean, a lot hap- 
pened to me — I was hit by a car, but 
I’m lucky enough to be alive.”

CSULB’s Men’s Success Initiative and 
Free Application for Federal Student 
Aid [FAFSA] applications. 

“There are two important markers in 
education, and one is reading at grade 
level ... and the other is algebra,” Para 
said. “Like it or not, you’ve got to do 
your algebra.” 

As the service segued from Para’s 
speech to Antioch Church Pastor 
Wayne Chaney’s sermon, Chaney 
echoed Para’s sentiment. 

“Remember that, everyone,” Chaney 
said. “When you start, finish.” 

Ralph Anthony, a Los Angeles 
County probation officer and member 
of the Antioch Church, said he believed 
that Para’s speech really “touched the 
congregation.” 

“Tt’s very important that he come out 
into the community and tell people that 
if they ever desire to go to college, they 
can,” Anthony said. “No matter what 
their limitations are ... there are means 
to make that happen ... Without my 
education from [Cal State Northridge] 
myself, I wouldn’t be where I am today.” 

Kevin Calloway, a 24-year-old Long 
Beach resident, said Para’s speech 
made him consider pursuing higher 
education. 

“Tm not in college right now,” Callo- 
way said. “I wasn’t even really thinking 
about it, but after hearing him speak, 
I’m definitely going to start filling out 
some applications. [Para] definitely 
came to the right place.” 

At the end of the service, CSULB 
representatives set up tables near the 
exit, where they handed out fliers, 
bracelets and other materials pertaining 
to the campus and FAFSA enrollment. 
Para stood nearby and chatted with 


~~attendees. 


“This is the kind of church that is 
very in tune with the kind of message 
we're sending,” Para said after the event. 
“We need to see that African Americans 
have the same opportunities and level 
of success that everybody else does. We 
can’t leave anybody behind.”

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It has been said that an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure. 
Never does that seem to be more true 
than with the current drought crisis in 
California. 

Gov. Jerry Brown recently declared 
that California is in an official drought 
crisis, one that is not like any that has 
hit the state before. Brown is asking 
all citizens to cut back their water 
consumption by at least 20 percent to 
conserve the dwindling water supply 
in California. 

Some may be wondering why one 
should cut back on water consumption 
and how bad the drought could really be. 

It can actually be quite serious. 
Brown stated in a conference in 
January that this drought is the worst 
California has experienced since the 
state began to keep records about 100 
years ago, according to NBC. 

Analysts from Reuters said farmers 
who need water to sustain their farms 
could go bankrupt. 

Without a doubt, farmers could be the 
hardest hit from this severe drought. 

It is estimated that between 400,000 to 
500,000 acres of farmland will be forced 
to fallow or go unused, according to the 
California Farm Bureau Federation. 

There is also a serious risk of the 
drought harming not only the local econo- 
my but the national economy as well. 

Because California produces 
roughly half of the country’s fruits 
and vegetables, it is estimated that 
the drought could potentially cause 
produce prices to increase nationwide, 
according to Reuters. 

In hopes of fixing the situation, 
Brown has introduced a $687 million 
proposal to combat the drought crisis. 
According to the Los Angeles Times, 
about $550 million of the $687 million 
will come from already existing bond 
money approved by the voters. No 
new taxes or fees on water are being

The money will be used to promote 
water conservation, clean water sup- 
plies and to enact harsher penalties for 
the illegal diversion of water supplies, 
according to the LA Times.

U.N. report unlikely to change North Korean policy

The U.N. released a new report that lists nu- 
merous human rights violations that North Korea 
has committed over the past several years. 

The U.N. panel in charge of the report com- 
mented that the crimes are so atrocious that 
“The gravity, scale and nature of these violations 
reveal a state that does not have any parallel in 
the contemporary world,” according to an article 
in Al Jazeera. 

These violations, according to the 400-page 
U.N. report include torture, murder, forced abor- 
tion, imprisonment, rape, persecution based on 
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racial, political, and religious beliefs and various 
other transgressions, according to Al Jazeera. 

In response, the U.N. plans to launch an 
international investigation in an attempt to gather 
evidence of the numerous violations. 

What needs to be said about this report is that 
it is not breaking news. 

It’s general knowledge that North Korea has 
been committing atrocities such as these for 
many years. Reports from North Korean defec- 
tors have described the horrible conditions of the 
state, and for more than a decade, the country 
continues to deny these allegations, according to 
CBS News. 

In response to these crimes against humanity, 
the U.N. is trying to bring the North Korean dic- 
tator, Kim Jong-un, to trial, according to the New 
York Times. However, there was no explanation 
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as to how the U.N. will ensure that Kim Jong-un 
will show up at a trial. 

He may refuse to appear at the trial based 
upon his well-publicized beliefs that this is a 
conspiracy against North Korea. 

Then what shall the U.N. do? 

This brings up one of the biggest problems that 
the U.N. faces. They lack the power to enforce 
the laws they pass. 

Examples of the U.N.’s inability to enforce its 
own laws can be seen in tragedies such as the Rwan- 
dan Genocide of 1994. The U.N. Security council 
officially admitted that it had failed in preventing the 
genocide of more than 800,000 people in Rwanda, 
and for withdrawing the 2,500 U.N. peacekeepers 
stationed there, according to BBC. 

Given the U.N.’s poor history of enforcing its 
policy, it seems the U.N. may not accomplish any- 
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thing if it tries to go after Kim Jong-un directly. 

If the U.N. wants to try to change North Ko- 
rea, then it may have to go after its biggest ally, 
China. China has been a huge supporter of North 
Korea and has been providing economic protec- 
tion, food and fuel since the Korean War, accord- 
ing to The Council on Foreign Relations. North 
Korea has become almost completely dependent 
on China, and it is doubtful that it would survive 
on its own for very long. 

While China is certainly not an easy obstacle 
to tackle, it would be a far better choice than 
North Korea. 

As long as China continues to back North 
Korea, there will be no real change. If China 
were to cooperate with the U.N. out of fear of 
economic ramifications for supporting North 
Korea, then maybe real change could begin.

There is sometimes a concern that 
an art degree will not amount to much 
productivity in a world where talent 
alone is enough for artists to com- 
pete without wasting time in college 
“studying” art. This was a huge ques- 
tion I faced, before deciding to opt out 
of a degree in theater. 

There is something astounding hap- 
pening in the creative world, though. Art- 
ists are becoming the sources of political 
activism, rather than scholars. “Artivism’ 
takes the common languages of music, 
dance, painting and the like, and uses 
these mediums to push for social and 
political change. 

“Artivism- where edges are pushed, 
imagination is freed, and a new language 
emerges altogether,” is the definition 
given by Eve Ensler on the Urban Artiv- 
ism WordPress blog site. 

Ensler has epitomized the role 
of an artivist since she wrote the 
episodic play “The Vagina Mono- 
logues,” which touches on social 
stigmas for women and feminism 
in general. Currently, Ensler leads 
the One Billion Rising and V-Day 
efforts, nonprofit movements to 
raise funds for women anti-violence

groups. Ensler was recently featured 
in an article released by The Guard- 
ian. 

Art-related activism is not limited 
to the United States, and the blog site 
features key global art pieces that push 
for change. 

Among others, the movement 
includes the Canadian “Bullets for 
Butterflies” exhibition, inspired by 
the actions of Malala Yousafzai, the 
Pakistani girl who was shot by the 
Taliban for promoting education for all 
regardless of gender. 


Artivism probably could not have been 
as swift-moving if it had not been for 
the help of the internet. For example, 
the Russian punk rock band “Pussy 
Riot” may not have been known if it 
hadn’t been for their YouTube videos. 

The group was founded in August 
of 2011, and by February, they reached 
international recognition. This recog- 
nition came from a YouTube video that 
showed the band members being forc- 
ibly dragged out of a Russian church 
by authorities. 

This was a response to a live per- 
formance of the group’s song, “Punk

Prayer,” which speaks out against 
Russian President Vladimir Putin and 
Russian intolerance for specific human 
rights. The song includes the following 
lyrics: 

“Virgin Mary, Mother of God, chase 
Putin out / The phantom of liberty 
is up in heaven, / Gay pride sent to 
Siberia in a chain gang / Virgin Mary, 
Mother of God, become a feminist.” 

Several global news sources con- 
firm that members of the band were 
then arrested, detained and made to 
serve time in remote Russian penal 
colonies. Now out of prison, the band: 


has made international headlines again 
with another YouTube video. The video 
shows members of the band being 
whipped by what Jon Stewart jokingly 
called “Pussy Whips” in response to a 
musical protest in regards to the anti- 
gay law and the Sochi Olympics. 

The Washington Times ran an 
article last October which explained the 
concept of “digital activism,” which does 
not have a snappier name like Artivism. 
The article provides results from the 
Digital Activism Research Project study 
that confirms the organizing power of 
social media. 

In other words, if a person is 
artistic, internet-savvy, or both, the 
odds that they will have the potential 
to bring about major social or political 
change are high. I wonder what effect 
that will have on the racket of political 
lobbying, interest groups, and the like. 

With the gridlock of Wash- 
ington, D.C. as our guide, I see the 
future of political progress as being 
in the hands of our artists and our 
social media users. It looks to me 
that an art degree, when coupled 
with a strong set of values and 
ideologies, is not the waste of time I 
may have thought it was. 

Had I gone online a little more 
often, I probably would have noticed 
this in time before I talked myself out 
of an art degree.

‘The Associated Students, Incorporated (ASI) has requested 


that the university's Student Fee Advisory Committee 
conduct a referendum to provide additional support for 

ASI programs and services by increasing the Associated 
Students fee. The amount of the requested fee increase is 
$16 per semester ($12 in the summer) effective fall 2014. 
Additionally, to address inflationary concerns, the ASI is 
requesting the ASI fee be subject to adjustment every three 
years from the date of the referendum’s passage by an amount 
not to exceed the corresponding increase or decrease in the 
Consumer Price Index for the Los Angeles-Riverside-Orange 
County area. All such adjustments would be subject to 
authorization by the Student Fee Advisory Committee, with 
the first adjustment being implemented in fall 2017. The fee 
referendum will be conducted as an online election on 


Wednesday, February 26 & Thursday, February 27, 2014. 
BACKGROUND 


‘The Associated Students fee has not been increased since 
fall 2000. In the years since then, the cost of operating AST’s 
various programs and services has increased by over 44% 
with no corresponding increase in the fee amount. In order 
to keep offering programs and services, ASI has had to freeze 
employee wages, refrain from replacing outdated property 
and equipment, postpone the maintenance and upgrade of 
ASI-operated facilities such as the Isabel Patterson Child 
Development Center and the Soroptimist House, and hold 
off on establishing any new programs or services that students 
have been requesting, such as a 24-hour study center, major 
concerts and large-scale entertainment programs, and 
additional scholarships. 

With the upcoming increase in the California minimum 
wage and the need to address the deteriorating condition of 
ASI facilities, ASI is faced with the possibility of having to 
decrease the amount of funds awarded to student clubs and 
organizations, discontinue the funding of scholarships, and 
possibly eliminate certain programs or services. 

Due to these challenging financial circumstances, the 
Associated Students, Incorporated is proposing that the Student 
Fee Advisory Committee conduct this referendum, allowing 
students to vote on increasing the Associated Students fee.

The nonprofit organization 
uses music to support 
families of those diagnosed 
with Down Syndrome.

It all started with a love for music. 

Rex Savin, the three-year-old eponymous in- 
spiration for the RexFest Foundation, was born in 
2010 with Down Syndrome. 

The RexFest Foundation is a nonprofit organi- 
zation that shares its name with a music festival, 
which raises funds to support families whose 
members have been diagnosed with Down Syn- 
drome. The organization uses the funding gener- 
ated to spread awareness about the healing power 
of music. 

The first festival was held in 2011 and it con- 
tinues to grow each year, moving from a front 
porch function to the Roxy Theatre in Los An- 
geles. 

Rex’s mother, Michelle Savin, a Cal State Long 
Beach alumna, said Rex has always had an affec- 
tion for music, which fueled the Foundation’s goal 
of using music as a means of therapy for develop- 
ment. 

“One day I approached a music teacher and 
asked if she’d let [Rex] in her class and she said, 
‘Sure, I will,” Savin said. 

That conversation gave her the drive she need- 
ed to start the foundation with her husband, who 
earned his master’s degree at CSULB . 

Not long after Rex was born, the seeds of what 
would later become RexFest were planted. 

Rex’s older sister Hailey recalled. when her 
mother first mentioned the idea of holding a 
RexFest. She originally thought it was a crazy 
idea. 

However, with the help of students and alumni 
from the University of California, Santa Barbara, 
where the family visits frequently on vacation, the

festivities began. Fans of Rex from Santa Barbara 
to Long Beach unexpectedly united and kicked off 
the first RexFest. 

“The year Rex turned one, we made t-shirts 
and joked with them, saying we’d go home and 
have the first RexFest on our porch,” Savin said. 
“Actually, about a hundred people showed up 


wearing the t-shirts and:we had the first RexFest: - 


in our front yard.” 

During the first RexFest, she said that attendees 
started giving the family money to donate. 

“We are the charity,” Savin said. 

After two years of government delays, the 
RexFest Foundation was finally able to gain non-

profit status. 

Today, the foundation donates money to fami- 
lies that use music therapy for their disabled chil- 
dren. 

“It’s tax-free, non-profit when you give to our 
organization,” she said. “At the second RexFest, 
we donated all the money to parents of Down Syn- 
drome kids who'took a music class." 

Savin said that the festival was not only to 
spread awareness for the cause, but to also take 
attention away from Rex’s disability and direct it 
towards his lovableness. 

“People tell you, “he’s a little different, so I don’t 
know if we can include him with the other chil-

dren,” she said. “You just want to be normal, like 
everyone else. I just started feeling like I wanted 
to help people.” 

She said a major goal for both the Foundation 
and herself is to stop people from seeing Rex as 
the “special child,” and instead, just see him as 
Rex. 

“1 didn’t want anybody to ask me who he was 
anymore,” she said. “He’s so recognizable now 
that people don’t say, ‘what’s wrong with your 
baby?’ Instead they say, ‘Hey Rex!’ He’s just 
Rexes 

Their ambitions don’t rest solely with the 
RexFest Foundation. The Savin family also 
started their own recording and publishing 
companies, which have developed a symbiotic 
relationship with the bands that record under 
RexFest. 

Under RexFest Records, the company re- 
leased its first album, RexFest Vol. 1, which 
features a compilation of local artists that pro- 
duced music solely for the event that took place 
in November of last year. 

To name a few, Moi Ses of Tomorrow’s Bad 
Seeds and local band Livication volunteered to 
make last year’s benefit album release concert 
something to remember. Today, Livication is 
signed with RexFest Records. 

RexFest Vol. 1 includes tracks from these artists 
as well as local bands 80 Proof and Ease Up. 

In addition to the success of the album launch, 
Savin said she has ambitions to create a documen- 
tary under the RexFest Film Company with the as- 
sistance of College Beat. 

Senior film major Kevin Tran and sophomore 
film major Erica Aloia of CSULB’s College Beat 
Productions are assisting with the film. 

The documentary, though, is still in its prelimi- 
nary stages. 

Tran said the film will not only focus on how 
RexFest was started, but also how the Savins have 
dealt with having a child diagnosed with Down 
Syndrome.
